Is this 
reckless and selfish disregard of everything 
but our own passions the stuff which our 
Democracy is made ot? We leave it to the 
gocd feeling and common sense of Demo- 
crats to say, confident that they will 
support our earnest and persistent effort to 
unite and strengthen our organization, and 
indifferent to the malice ot those who have 
irom the first sought, unger cover of a 
specious and utterly ſalse spirit, to break 
us down and divide the Democracy.

It the Demo- 
cratic party survives the rack to which it 
has been put by these turbulent spirits, it 
will prove Itself the livest and bardiest in- 
stitution of which political annals, ancient | 
or modern, give any account.

Gen, Lee viewed the situation in a military 
‘epse. He considered his countrymen of the 
South and bimself as captives and prisoners. 
His high sense of honor and personal dignity 
w: ula not permit him torailat those who held 
ulm in custody. He truly considered that un- 
maply and prevish. ‘To indulge the lan 
of txaeperation, or the wail of lamentation, 
was equail abhorrent to his ideas of true 
manbood. e therefore bore himeelf like a 
wan Witb a coneclence void of offense, know- 
ing that he was at the mercy of bis captors, 
avd submitting himself to their power. 

Nothing gave Gen. Lee so much covcern a3 
the baste with which the press and public 
men atthe South rusbed into the political 
cab vas, deluded by the ignis fatuaus set up 
by President Johnson after his infamous; 

,000 amnesty proclamation. He did not 
think it wise or becoming. Adhering to his 
idea of what should be the conduct of ca 
tives, he feared, and justly feared, tuat w hile

As far as the 
sitting, hatching, feeding, and apt ee of 
the chickens are concerned, this school is 
a decided success, and the day is not far 
distant when these labors will be per- 
formed almost entirely by the roosters, 
and then we poor, down-trodden females 
will have some time to look around aud 
ge & ourselves. But the grand object 
of this school is to make the roosters lay 
eggs, and here, I regret to say, that our 
success has not been quite so decided. 
Our plan is to surround the pupil, and hen- 

ck him to such a degree as to deprive 

im of all of his tail-feathers, and the 
2 portion of his comb, and then to 
feed him liberally upon parched corn and 
ulverized oyster-sh and drive him 
riskly up the hill. The result, as I have 
inf you, has not been entirely satis- 
factory; but Mrs. Dr. Cackle, of Boston, 
the eminent hen-chemist, after a profound 
study of the subject, has suggested the 
addition to the diet of a proper 133 
of sulphur and glycerine, and predicts 
t our success will then be assured. 
This school looks also to the cultivation 
of the female voice up to the strength and 
coareeness of the msles. Crowing schools 
have been established all over New Eng- 
land, and now it is a common 1 
for hens to crow as fiercely and as lustily 
as roosters. 

“The other school is called the Negative 
School, or the Society for the Suppression 
of Eggs, and here, also, we have met with 
marked success; so much so, that the 2
